Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I present  for  your  consideration  my  fourth  Annual  Report, 
covering  the  year  1957. 


Infectious  disease  notifications  (exclusive  of  tuberculosis, 
numbered  842,  of  which  730  were  due  to  a measles  epidemic  and 
63  to  whooping  cough.  There  were  12  cases  of  anterior  polio- 
myelitis including  5 paralytic  cases.  Several  of  these  cases  of 
anterior,  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  parish  of  Woodham  Ferrers, 
especially  in  the  South  Woodham  area,  and  a personal  letter  was 
sent  to  every  householder  giving  advice  and  reassurance.  From 
the  letters  I received  in  reply  I think  it  is  obvious  that  the  public 
prefer  a personal  approach  rather  than  appeals  and,  exhortations 
in  newspapers  and  over  the  radio.  • 

During  the  year  there  was  little  to  report  and  the  health  of 
the  District  remained  good. 


The  care  of  old  persons  still  accounts  for  much  of  my  time, 
one  of  the  chief  difficulties  being  loneliness.  For  this  the  friendli- 
ness and  co-operation  of  neighbours  and  relatives  is  the  only 
answer.  One  Old  Persons’  Society  at  South  Woodham,  tired  of 
waiting  for  a national  scheme,  instituted  their  own  chiropody 
service  and  I am  pleased  to  say  it  is  proving  a great  success.  I 
think  there  is  still  room  for  private  initiative  in  spite  of  the 
deadening  effect  of  the  Welfare  State. 
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There  is  much  to  be  done  to  improve  road  safety  and  one 
cannot  imagine  why,  for  example  footpaths  have  not  been  pro- 
vided on  parts  of"  the  main  Maldon  Road  in  Great  Baddow, 
particularly  Avhere  mothers  with  perambulators  and  small  children 
have  to  pass  to  reach  the  shopping  centre. 

During  the  year  I have  had  the  misfortune  of  losing  my 
Chairman,  Mr,  David  Smith,  who  died  in  October  as  a result  of 
influenza.  His  loss  to  the  Council  and  the  County  will  I am  sure 
be  remembered  and  lamented  for  a very  long  time. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Denton  Ogden  and  his  Department 
for  their  help  and  advice  throughout  the  year  and  also  for  much 
of  the  spadework  in  preparing  this  report.

Conditions  are  attached  to  each  licence  regulating  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  site  and  these  conditions  have  been  complied  with. 

Due  partly  to  the  shortage  of  houses,  applications  for  licences 
under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  , are  still  numerous.

The  capacity  of  this  open-air 
swimming  pool  is  180,000  gallons  and  it  is  fitted  with  a continuous 
purification  plant.  Sanitary  accommodation  is  provided  for  both 
sexes. 

Badger  Country  Club,  Battleshridge.  This  open-air  sea  water 
swimming  pool,  with  a capacity  of  312,000  gallons,  is  situated 
about  250  yards  from  the  Chelmsford-Southend  Road  on  the 
bank  of  the  River  Crouch. 

Byelaws,  made  under  Section  233  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  with  respect  to  swimming  pools  and  bathing  pools  came  into 
operation  on  1st  January,  1954.  These  byelaws,  which  I greatly 
welcome,  enable  the  Council  to  exercise  greater  control  over  the 
swimming  pools  in  their  District.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  131  registered  vendors  of 
iee  cream. 

The  retailers’  sources  of  supply  are  investigated  before  certi- 
ficates are  issued. 

Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  which  deals  with 
the  registration  of  ice  cream  premises  is  not  in  force  in  the  District 
as  the  above  local  Act  operates. 
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Ice  Cream  Sampling. 

Seventeen  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the 
bacteriologist  for  examination. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  all  the  samples  taken  in  1957 
were  placed  in  Grade  I of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Provisional 
Grading  Scheme. 

Seven  samples  of  ice  lollies  were  taken  and  all  were  reported 
upon  as  “ satisfactory.”  These  are  not  subject  to  grading  under 
the  above-mentioned  scheme.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 

Despite  the  faet  that  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
eontinues  to  increase,  a one-hundred  per  cent,  meat  inspection 
service  has  been  maintained.  This  most  desirable  standard  of 
inspection  has  not  been  attained  without  a considerable  amount 
of  out-of-office-time,  including  weekends  and  public  holidays, 
being  spent  at  the  slaughterhouse  by  your  Health  Inspectors. 
The  time  taken  on  these  duties  has  seriously  affected  the  normal 
duties  of  the  Inspectors  concerned.  Because  of  this  you  agreed 
in  November,  to  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Inspector- 

The  information  given  in  the  accompanying  Tables  I and  II 
will  show  that  this  is  a service  which  must  be  maintained  in  order 
to  prevent  meat  affected  by  tuberculosis  and  the  other  diseases 
and  conditions  being  used  for  human  consumption.  It  also 
gives  some  idea  of  the  scope  of  this  important  work  and  of  the 
time  and  skill  which  the  inspections  entail.

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In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  eondemnations,  10 
(6  in  1956)  bovine  earcases  were  found  to  be  affeeted  with  the 
parasite  Cysticercus  bovis  whieh  eauses  the  eondition  eommonly 
known  as  “ measly  beef.”  The  earcases  were  released  when  we 
were  satisfied  that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  them  to  be 
held  for  three  weeks  in  a refrigerator  at  20  degrees  Fah.  This 
treatment  destroys  the  cysts  provided  they  are  not  generalised  in 
the  carcase  musculature  as  well  as  in  the  usual  sites  of  predilection.

Although  the  quantity  of  meat  and  edible  offal  condemned 
shows  an  increase  over  the  last  two  years,  it  should  be  considered 
in  relation  to  the  number  of  animals  killed.  In  this  connection, 
although  the  number  of  animals  killed  in  1957  showed  an  increase 
of  more  than  38  % over  the  previous  year,  the  amount  of  condemned 
meat  increased  by  only  about  28%. 

The  general  quality  of  the  animals  killed  in  this  District 
continues,  in  my  opinion,  to  bear  favourable  comparison  with 
that  in  any  other  District  in  the  country. 
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Last  year  I commented  upon  the  small  but  marked  decline 
in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  amongst  cattle  and  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  this  continues.  So  far  as  pigs  are  concerned,  the 
percentage  of  the  number  killed  affected  with  tuberculosis  is  only 
fractionally  higher  than  last  year  and  remains  well  below  the 
pre-1956  figures. 

With  regard  to  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  parasitic 
infections  (mostly  liver  flukes  in  cattle  and  sheep  and  ascarides 
in  pigs  livers)  accounted  for  30%  of  the  meat  condemned,  compared 
with  37%  in  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  the  number 
of  pigs  which  were  affected  with  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis 
showed  a large  increase  from  3.85  to  6.8,  but  this  was  due  almost 
entirely  to  a local  outbreak  of  atrophic  rhinitis.  All  the  pigs 
concerned  were  dealt  with  at  a slaughterhouse  in  this  District 
but  the  only  condemnations  necessary  were  of  snouts  and  heads. 

The  whole  of  the  meat  condemned  was  voluntarily  surrendered 
by  those  concerned  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  resort  to  any  legal 
action.  An  amicable  understanding  exists  between  the  butchers 
and  the  Department  and  in  no  case  has  our  judgment  been 
questioned.

Fat  Stock  Guarantee  Scheme 

The  Council  continued  to  assist  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  in  certifying  the  deadweight  of  pigs  at  slaughter- 
houses and  the  four  slaughterhouses  in  use  were  registered  by  the 
Ministry  as  Certifying  Centres.  Your  Health  Inspectors  continued 
their  appointments  as  Certifying  Officers  until  19th  August,  1957, 
on  which  date  the  Ministry’s  own  staff  took  over  the  work. 

During  the  period  1st  .January— 18th  August,  1957,  4,387 
pigs  were  certified,  compared  with  5,482  during  the  whole  of  1956. 

Knackers  Yard 

There  is  one  in  the  District,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Great 
Baddow. 

This  is  a modern  building  erected  in  1935.  It  is  inspected 
regularly  and  no  cause  for  complaint  has  arisen.  It  is  owned  and 
administered  by  Messrs.  Harrison,  Barber  and  Company  Limited. 

The  annual  licence  permits  the  slaughter  of  horses  at  these 
premises  and  five  were  slaughtered  there  during  the  year. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

Very  little  headway  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  inerease 
of  frequeneies  of  colleetion.  Two  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  16/18  eu. 
yd.  fore-and-aft  tippers  delivered  in  September  were  immediately 
absorbed  in  the  maintenanee  of  the  existing  frequencies  in  the 
rapidly  developing  District. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  plans  w^ere  approved  for  increases 
in  frequencies  of  collection  in  nearly  all  the  parishes,  these  to  be 
dealt  with  in  three  groups,  as  vehicles  and  men  become  available. 

Depot 

The  transport  fleet  has  outgrown  the  garaging  and  repair 
facilities  and  approval  was  given  for  the  purchase  of  additional 
land  adjoining  the  Depot  and  for  the  preparation  of  plans  for 
extensions. 

Refuse  Disposal 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  refuse  was  being  disposed  of 
by  manual  labour  on  “ controlled  ” tips  at  Little  Belsteads  Farm, 
Little  Waltham,  and  at  Mill  Hill  Farm,  Rcttendon.  On  April  1st, 
delivery  was  taken  of  a “ Bray  loader-shovel  ” and  the  3 (some- 
times 4)  tip  attendants  were  transferred  to  refuse  collection  as 
the  only  labour  required  for  disposal  was  the  driver  of  the  new 
mechanical  aid.  This  machine  has  done  all  that  was  expected  of 
it  and  the  financial  saving  on  disposal  costs  has  been  coupled  with 
an  increase  in  efficiency  of  refuse  disposal. 

The  tip  at  Little  Waltham  was  completed  on  the  10th  July,  I 
on  which  date  tipping  commenced  in  a small  nearby  roadside 
pond  at  Gardeners  Farm,  Springfield.  This  tip  lasted  only  until 
the  7th  August,  when  the  shallow  disused  gravel  pit  on  land  i 
owned  by  the  Council  in  Broom  Hall  Road,  Broomfield,  was  ! 
brought  into  use.  Despite  the  fact  that  this  site  was  surrounded 
by  private  and  Council  houses  (on  one  side  within  about  ten  feet  I 
of  a private  bungalow)  no  complaints  were  received  during  the  | 
time  the  tip  was  in  use  (until  23rd  November)  and  this  speaks  > 
well  for  the  efficiency  of  the  Brayloader  and  its  driver.  On  the 
22nd  November,  we  returned  to  the  disused  gravel  pit  at  the  ; 
Eastern  Electricity  Board’s  Depot  (where  tipping  had  ceased  in  i 
1949). 

Negotiations  were  started  for  the  acquisition  of  two  large 
disused  gravel  pits  (one  in  the  northern  and  one  in  the  southern 
parts  of  the  District)  and  approval  was  given  for  the  purchase  in 
the  following  financial  year  of  another  “ Bray  loader-shovel.”
